The visible supply statement was
disappointing, showing that ap increase in
stock bad occurred, notwithstanding the
liberal export clearances of the past week.
Trade was exceedingly dull, taken aito-
gether., Uperators seem to be gradually
reaching the conclusion that it was more
prudent to wait and see what Congross is
likely todo. rattierthanoperateon whatthey
think 1t ought todo. The market opeuned
with prives '« @'%c higher than Satarday’s
closing and later advanced % @%ec more,
then became weak and prices deciined 1's0
for September and 1%0 for December, clos-
10 steady at about the bottom figures.

To this, ut
opeend, a crank bhandle isattached with a
ratchet wheel. lbn putting vup the line, one
end of which istied to a barrel, first nn.
wind the hne aud pass 1t atound eaoh pole
until all 18 in the position wanted. >jip
the loop in the end over the laat pols, then
#0 back to the box, tarn the crank antil ail
the line 18 straight and tauf, then fasten by
means of the ratchee so that it eannot
unwind. .'l‘hi- prevents “sagging”’ effect-
opally. When the clothes have been taken
oflf the lins wind it ap aud shus ap the side
oprning to protect the reope [(rom rain,
dampness and mildew,
